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From all indications it would appear' 
that the Antioch High School has 
settled at least part of it's salary woes 
by coming to terms with it's non 
certified staff. V 

At it's November 1 Board Meeting 
the group released facts and figures on 
the new agreements with custodial, 
kitchen, secretarial help and bus drivers; 

The custodians have been given pay 
increases according to their length of 
service. One member of the staff will 
receive an additional \ $400; 2 will get 
$300 and ,8 were offered $250. Two 
men who work on a nine-month basis 
will receive $1 87.50 and $150 
respectively. In addition, 3 hourly 
personnel will get an added $.15 an 
hour. These raises will be effective on 
December 1st and are on a seven month 
baste! . r . 

The custodians will now be in 
conformity with the other personnel in 
regard to their contract date which how 
begins July 1st Formerly, their 
agreement ran from September 1st 
through August 31st 

A new policy on vacation 1 days was 
also implemented. In the future the 
custodians will get an additional paid 
vacation day for each year of service, 
after 20 years, with a maximum of 5 
weeks. 

Bus drivers were also given a salary 
increase. On December 1st they, will 
now receive $3.25 per hour for their 
duties with the most senior driver 
getting $3.45. In addition the 90 day 
probationary policy for new drivers will 
be abolished. The Board felt that the 
bus administrators could tell more 




speedily if a man would be retained or , 

The cafeteria workers also received 
an increase. : A peculiar situation finds 
the kitchen staff paid from cafeteria \ 
income and federal money through the 
school lunch program and: thus self 
sustaining! However due 'to the rise in 
the cost of living the kitchen workers 
will receive a 5V6 %■ increase in their 
hourly wage. The Board also authorized 
the kitchen staff to request an extra 
$.25 an hour for their banquet rate. 

The kitchen baker was also given a 
$.16 an hour raise to conform to the 
chief cook's salary. ^ 

The secretarial staff are the only 
non-certified employes who will not 
receive an increase! Since they are paid 
from the educational fund, which is 
suffering a large def ecit , they agreed to 
forego any increase in pay through June 
of 1972. They willj however be given a 
few extra days off based on the 
discretion of the business manager and 
clerical supervisor, in lieu of more 
/.money. ,..; /...'_■;_ .'.;. ..■"";'• •-!.•"; 

The Board suggested that all 
secretaries now employed and still 
working in June of 1972 will get an 
increase at that time, ,. > 

All of . the increases given" to 
non-certified help conform, to the 
President 's new Phase II guidelines. 

There has been no indications that 
the teachers aria ready .to settle. 
Apparently there has been little 
communication between the teachers 
and school board; The 6 month 
extension of their contract will expire 
on December 31st
